The factors which act 
as guides m this matter are, in the order of decreasing 
reliability, the following: — 

1. Mean Temperature in December at Ludhiana. 

2. Mean Temperature in October at Asheville. 

3. December Rain at Port Blair. 

4. November Precipitation at Srinagar. 

2. Division "Northwest India’’ 

In this memorandum “Northwest India” is taken to 
consist of Uttar Pradesh, Haryana, the Punjab 
Himachal Pradesh, Delhi, Chandnigarh, Rajasthan and 
Gujarat. 


3. Data 

The relevant data for the present season are : — 

1. Ludhiana Temperature — Temperature was 

above normal in I>eccmber. 

2. Asheville Temperature— Temperature was above 
normal in October.
